General Motors, one of the steel 
firms' 
biggest clients, made 


public 
the 
lowest 
quarterly 


earnings figures in five years. It 
was the third straight three- 
month period that GM lagged 
behind its 1965 profit race. 


U.S. 
Steel, in the face of a 


profit-squeeze, 
increased 
its 


quarterly dividend by 10 cents 
to 60 cents per share Tuesday, 
the first increase since 1962's 
third quarter when dividends 
were cut 25 cents. 


Roger M. Blough, U.S. Steel 


chairman, said the action was 
an attempt "to do something for 
stockholders after a number of 
years 
in which 
stockholders 


have had fewer dividends." 


He told 
newsmen that the 


"over-all (economic) action had 
a bearing on our action. We're 
not looking forward to as much 
growth in the gross national 
product next year as this year 
but we're not looking forward to 
a major movement in the other 
direction."

Income for the quarter ended 


Sept. 30 totaled $61,635,150, of 
$1.13 per share, compared with

Blough said increased costs 


were the chief reasons behind 
the slump in profits. Among the 
ones he cited were increased 
pension costs paid to the United 
Steel Workers Union.

661,909. Steel shipments for the

Judge Francis J. Talty called 
defense and prosecution attor- 
neys into his chambers for a 
conference today in advance of 
the start of Samuel H. Shep- 
pard's second murder trial. 


Talty, judge of the Common 


Pleas Court, has imposed a rule 
of silence on all those involved 
in the retrial of the widely pub- 
licized case, and he did not say 
why he wanted to confer with 
the attorneys. 


Selection of a jury in the 


tightly run courtroom was to 
begin after the conference. 


Only 14 newsmen were as- 


signed courtroom seats under 
the 
strict rules which Judge 


Talty set down in view of feder- 
al court rulings upsetting Shep- 
pard1 s conviction of 12 years 
ago. 


Convicted 
of second-degree 


murder in the 1954 bludgeon 
death of his first wife, Marilyn, 
Sheppard 
served 
nearly 
10 


years in prison before attorney 
F. Lee Bailey won his freedom 
in 1964 on a U. S. District Court 
order. 


The 
U. S. Supreme Court 


upheld that order June 6 in a 
ruling which said that prejudi- 
cial news coverage and commo- 
tion in the courtroom prevented 
Sheppard from receiving a fair 
trial. 


Judge Talty banned the taking 


of photographs anywhere in the 
building of persons involved in 
the case, and he will permit no 
one to enter or leave the court- 
room during trial proceedings. 


No 
special 
courtroom 
ar- 


rangements 
were allowed for 


newsmen covering the retrial, 
and no courtroom seats were 
assigned for out-of-town news 
media. 


Sheppard, 42, is on trial for 


second-degree 
murder, 
which 


means that his life is not at 
stake this time, as it was when 
he went on trial for first-degree 
murder in 1954. 


Sheppard has maintained that 


he is innocent. In the original 
trial he told of being awakened 
by his wife's screams, ofgrap- 
pling with a bushy-haired in- 


truder in the couple's home on 
the Lake Erie shore and being 
knocked unconscious. 


Marilyn, 31, had been hacked 


to death. The sharp instrument

to kill her never was 


found.

Volcano Erupts 
in East Java

TOKYO (AP) - Big doses of 


vitamin A can halt or prevent 
development of lung cancer in 
animals, a scientist reported 
today. 


He has found a way of induc- 


ing lung cancer — the same 
kind that humans get - in ham- 
sters. But when he also feeds 
them vitamin A, very few come 
down with lung tumors. 


His findings, he stressed, are 


by no means an invitation for 
cigarette smokers or people liv- 
ing in air-polluted areas to start 
gulping down vitamin A, or lots 
of carrots which are rich in the 
vitamin. Too much vitam A can 
be harmful to humans. 


Dr. Umberto Saffiotti, Italian- 
born pathologist now at the Chi- 
cago Medical School, described 
his research at opening scientif- 
ic sessions of the Ninth Interna- 
tional Cancer Congress. He am- 
plied them in an interview. 


He turned up evidence that 


dust particles In the air, or In 
cigarette 
smoke, can be the 


"carriers" to take cancer-caus- 
ing chemicals into the lungs. 


Using hamsters, he prepared 


inert dust particles to which

Becoming 
Widespread

DURHAM, 
N.C. 
(AP)- 


They'll never make the 1968 
Olympics, but still they hang up 
their tweed suits, put on shorts 
and sweat shirts, and hit the 
indoor track at Duke Universi- 
ty. 


A 60-year-old professor, puff- 


ing his way to the end of a one- 
mile run, explained why. 


"I'm running away from my 


own funeral," he said. 


It was the end of a strenuous 


one-hour workout that has be- 
come a ritual for a small group 
of university faculty men seek- 
ing to preserve their faculties. 


After leaving their classrooms 


— in engineering, language, phy- 
sics, divinity, chemistry, busi- 
ness 
administration, zoology, 


biochemistry 
and 
political 


science—they head for the gym. 


Dr. John Friedrick, director 


of phvsical education at Duke, 
dratted the fitness program for 
the teachers - aged 26 to 60— to 
relieve tne tension andstrainof 
teaching. 


Friedrick said most physical 


fitness programs are geared for 
the 
young—the students. 
"It 


was time we had something for 
the 
faculty, 
the 
middle-aged 


man." 


Prior to actual participation 


in the program, the professors 
undergo a series of tests. 


They grip a mechanical object 


to test their strength. They are 
forced to bend over as far as 
possible while standing on a 
chair to test their flexibility. 


They run a 120-foot zig-zag 


course to check their agility. 
They blow into a bellows-like 
instrument to test their lung 
power. 


After the tests, the faculty 


members are ready for a twice- 
a-week, hour-long fitness pro- 
gram. 


This includes 10 to 15 minutes 


of warmup exercises; running 
and then a cooling-out exercise. 


During the first week of the 


program, the faculty members 
are required to run 60 yards and 
walk 60. 


The second 
week this in- 


creases to 120 yards running 
and 120 yards walking. 


By the 12th week, the profes- 


sors are expected to run the full 
one mile. By the 14th week, they 
are advised to run the mile and 
then, for good measure, trot an 
additional three-sevenths of a 
mile.

-To the cries of "kill, kill," 
and "wipe-out, wipe-out," the 
freshmen 
and sophomores of 


Springfield College indulge in a 
little-known game they call cage 
ball. 


Each of the two lower classes 


sent screaming platoons of 25 
men onto the football field. The 
teams attempt to force a six- 
foot inflated canvas ball over 
the opponent's goal.

FRANKENSTEIN,

(AP>-They're trying to make 
"Frankenstein" a synonym for 
cozy living instead of spine-tin- 
gling horror. 


Frankenstein Castle, a well- 


frequented inn, is being rebuilt 
Into a hotel. The State of Hesse, 
which owns the 13th century 
castle, plans to spend $400,000 in 
the next few years to renovate 
the old fortress which tops a hill 
and offers a fine view up to the 
Rhine Valley. 


"We hope we will be able to 


offer visitors almost everything 
they want," says 
proprietor 


Gerhard Meissner. "That is, 
except that monster. That was 


"Up to 50 per cent of the peo- 


ple coming up here are Ameri- 
cans. They often ask where the 
Frankenstein monster used to 
live. And I have to tell them 
again and again that we have 
nothing to do with it. I have to 
tell the truth, haven't I?" 


The truth, disappointing as it 


may be to many a curious tour- 
ist, is that the monster was 
purely the brainchild of British 
novelist 
Mary 
Wollstonecraft 


Shelley, 
who created 
it 150 


years ago. 


Mary, mistress and later wife 


of poet Percy Bysshe Shelley, 
penned the novel at the age of 
19 during a rainy summer on 
Lake Geneva. 


"Frankenstein or the modern 


Prometheus" was completed in 
the fall of 1816. It told of the ec- 
centric offspring of a fictitious 
Swiss noble family, Franken- 
stein, who produced an artificial 
man. The "monster" became a 
killer when he could find no 
friend nor spouse because of his 
blood-chilling looks. 


The book became a best, seller 


but eventually sank into oblivion 
until the Frankenstein 
movie, 


starring Boris Karloff, laid the 
foundations of a Hollywood hor- 
ror industry in 1931. 


The only monster mentioned 


in legend around Frankenstein 
Castle 
was a polsofi»spittlng 


dragon. 
It 
was supposedly 


slaughtered in 1531 by Baron 
Georg von Frankenstein* 


The Frankenstein family left 


the castle in 1662 because they 
could not get along with the 
Protestant rulers of Hesse.

Beer Guzzling Suspect 
In New Heart Ailment

As m y s t e r i o u s l y as it 


started, the epidemic ended 
in May of this year. Mean- 
while, the same disease has 
been reported in Omaha and 
Minneapolis. Doctors in other 
cities are now on the lookout 
for evidences of this disease. 


The t r o u b l e starts with 


shortness 
of breath, rapid 


pulse, waterlogging

tissues and the b l u i s h cast 
characteristic 
of a lack of 


oxygen in the blood. Within 
three or four weeks after the 
onset, the functional impair- 
ment of the heart becomes 
acute. Damage to the heart 
muscle and to the liver is 
seen at autopsy. 


All of the victims were 


men, predominantly in their 
early 40s. None were the 
skidrow t y p e of alcoholic; 
they all had steady employ- 
ment. 


Different t h e o r i e s have 


been put forth to explain this 
disease. One possibility is a 
deficiency of some essential 
dietary element. Another is 
the use of certain additives in 
the beer such as cobalt (first 
permitted by law in 1963) and 
the enzyme, papain. 


Even though no direct con- 


nection between the disease 
and 
the 
cobalt 
has been 


proved, brewers in Canada 
and the United States have 
discontinued the use of these 
substances just to be on the 
safe side. It will be interest- 
ing to note whether this puts 
an end to the disease. 


Meanwhile other possible 


causes are being investigated. 
Anyone who wishes to insure 
that he does not get this 
disease need o n l y practice 
moderation in all things, in- 
cluding his beer drinking.

MANILA (APP) - The Manila 


summit 
conference 
produced 


something for 
everybody and 


probably wholly satisfied 
no- 


body. 


One of the results is likely to 


have strong and lasting impact 
on this area of the globe. The 
United States deeply committed 
Itself, as a Pacific Ocean power, 
to the future of the whole Asian 
area with all its dread problems 
of poverty, disease, illiteracy 
and hunger. 


That appeared to be one of the 


thinos America's allies not only 
wanted to hear, but wanted to 
have set 
down unequivocably 


and irrevocably on paper. 


Perhaps the Viet Nam peace 


drive has progressed a little bit 
farther toward communication 
with the Communists in Hanoi. 


The summit conferees offered 


to 
withdraw 
foreign allied 


troops from South Viet Nam 
within six months of the time 
that North 
Viet Nam 
meets 


their conditions. There was an 
element of challenge in this, 
since it emphasized the U.S. 
rejection of a contention that it 
never intends to get out of South 
Viet Nam. 


This proposal, however, fell 


far short of a proffered solution, 
a real peace formula, or a rock- 
bottom final offer to the Com- 
munist side. It was vague with 
respect to the Viet Cong and 
what elements of the insurgency 
should also withdraw to the 
north.

In the coastal fight northeast 


of Saigon, a company of the 1st

damaged.

The Oriskany, now on its sec- 


ond tour in Viet Nam waters, 
probably v.-Jll sail to Subic Bay 
in the Philippines for repairs.

The fire broke out about 7:45 


a.m. 
and was brought under 


control three hours later, but 
small flash fires continued to 
erupt in various places for sev-

The fire spread to the forward 


officers quarters and the cata- 
pult areas from where planes 
are launched. It also destroyed 
some of the ship's electrical cir- 
cuits and the forward plane ele- 
vator. 


A spokesman said that quick

prevented rockets, bombs and 
fuses from detonating. 


Within minutes after the fire 


started, the Navy said, the for- 
ward interior portion of the car-

the injured difficult. 


Some officers were trapped in 


their quarters by flash fires. 
Several were brought to safety 
by search personnel. 


The Navy said quick action by

Mrs. Fennell guides 
her daughter through the unfami- 
liar physical surroundings of the 
school, and she takes along a 
specially prepared lunch that con- 
forms with Lucille's rigorous 
diet. 


Mrs. Fennell also helps the 


child learn to play with others 
of her age at school. When in- 
troduced to a new toy, most nor- 
mal children at the kindergarten 
level know Instinctively what to 
do with It. However, because of 
her very clouded vision, Lucille 
must be told what some toys look 
like, how they function and what 
they represent. These explana- 
tions are provided by the mother 
since the kindergarten teacher 
Is busy enough with her other 
pupils. 


The 
mother's knowledge of 


Braille will prove enormously 
helpful to Lucille when she en- 
ters the first grade and moves In- 
to a textbook-oriented world. 


Such classic readers as "Dick 


and Jane," of course, will be un- 
intelligible to her In conventional 
type. But her mother, who stu- 
died typing In high school,wlll 
translate such books Into sheets 
of "raised pinpricks," using a 
special 
six-key Braille type- 


writer.

One of them 


Carolyn Sue, 16, has glaucoma 
in her right eye but, with glass- 
es, she reads well enough to 
attend school. She is given a spe- 
cial classroom seat so that she 
has a full view of the teacher and 
blackboard. 


With both children, the glau- 


coma seems to be of the Inherit- 
ed type, but their mother says 
that she has been unable to trace 
the genetic disorder to any of 
her or her-husband's forebears, 


Lucille's two sisters and a 


brother are forbidden by their 
mother to baby their handicapped 
sister, which they are tempted 
to do. Mrs. Fennell is training 
Lucille to be as independent and 
resourceful 
as possible. The 


other children don't help her un- 
less some act Is Involved that 
is clearly beyond her capabili- 
ties. 


"This takes a good deal of 


self-control from all of us," the 
mother explains. "It's usually 
much harder not to do something 
for Lucille, when you see her 
groping around the house, than 
to do it for her yourself," 


At the Birth Defects Center 


to which Lucille is taken for 
check-ups every few months.the 
specialists avoid an unqualified 
prediction about Lucille. The 
pretty child may continue seeing 
as much light as she now per- 
ceives, which Is of little practi- 
cal use but psychologically is 
certainly better than complete 
darkness.

Thinks Trip

campaign for the U.S. Senate 
has gotten a big boost from 
President Johnson's trip to the 
Manila conference on Viet Nam. 


"It's 
exactly what I have been 


advocating for a year and a 
half," says the 44-year-old gov- 
ernor of Oregon. "I have argued 
for a sustained diplomatic peace 
offensive, and that is what the 
President is doing now." 


Hatfield, long a critic of the 


Johnson administration's con- 
duct of the war, says he had 
been in trouble with the voters 
because of his argument that 
Johnson 
wasn't 
working hard 


enough to end the war. 


Now, he says, Viet Nam won't 


even be an issue when the vot- 
ers go to the polls Nov. 8. 


Hatfield's 
opponent, 
Demo- 


cratic Rep. Robert B. Duncan, 
disagrees. Duncan, an unequi- 
vocal 
supporter 
of Johnson's 


Viet Nam policies, says the war 
is, and will continue to be, the 
only issue of the campaign. 


Both 
candidates 
say their 


polls show the election is about 
even. But Hatfield's poll shows 
a greater than usual number of 
undecided voters. 


The governor is stumping the 


state like a candidate for sher- 
iff, and is getting rousing recep- 
tions and big crowds wherever 
he goes. 


While the governor has been 


campaigning 
hard, 
Duncan's 


campaign has been interrupted 
frequently 
because 
Congress 


has been in session. 


The 45-year-old Democrat is 


completing his second term in 
the House, but this is his first 
statewide campaign, and he is 
not well known. 


Hatfield 
has 
three 
winning 


campaigns behind him, one for 
secretary of state and two for 
governor. He has never been 
defeated. 


Hatfield and Duncan seek the 


seat being vacated by Democra 
Maudne Neuberger, who is re- 
tiring from politics. 


The Republicans 
not 
only 


have a good chance to pick up a 
Senate seat in Oregon, they also 
have at least an even chance to 
take Duncan's House seat from 
the Democrats. 


The candidates are Democrat 


Charles 0. Porter, Eugene at- 
torney 
who held the position 


from 1957 to 1961, and Republi- 
can State Rep. John R. Dellen- 
back, a Medford lawyer.
